| Great, he retain'd the ſame right ſtill, and transfer'd it to tho e of 
| his Race. The Germax Emperors kept it as long as they could, but 
when they grew weak and feeble , the Popes inſtead of ſubmitting 
to their Appr , pretended that they had a Right to diſpoſe of 
even the —— ir ſelf, ſo that at laſt, tho? not without a great 
deal of Squabling, it was carried, and Decreed, by Nicholas the Se- 
cond, That the Election of the Popes ſhould entirely remain in the

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Alem, Medici,” and Aleſſandrino, upon the firſt entrance into the 
Conclave had plotted together to make Cer Pope, and thus they ma- 
naged their deſign.” Aſter the Bulls are read, all the Cardinals have 
liberty to go out of the Conclave, upon condition, That they returh 
again bifore Night. This they thought the fitteſt time to put their 
project in execution, for as ſoon as the Cardinals, who as they ſuſ- 
r would exclude Ceſu, were gone out, they intended to cart 
im into the Paolina, and there proceed to a Scrutiny,. and Elect, an 
Adore him without any oppoſition. But this was not kept ſo ſecret, 
but the Cardinal Di San Siſto, who had always declared again Ce- 
fir, was informed of it at his going out of the Conclave, he therogpon 
immediately returns, and ſends {or the reſt that were ingaged in the 
ſame Intereſt. This unlucky Accident quite broke the meaſures of Ce- 
e Party, for it made ſo many declare againſt him, that his Fa vourers 
durſt never ſo much as mention his Name again in the Conclave. 
After him Serlet was propoſed, Altemps Medici, and all the Crea- 
tures of Piut the Fourth appeared zealouſly in his behalf, and had 
certainly ſucceeded, had not Farneſe, Eſte, and Storza, as ſtifly op- 
ſed them; their reaſon for excluding Sirlet was, becauſe he had 
been excluded once before, for they were reſolv'd never to truſt one 
whom they had offended. Another cauſe of his Misfortune was, bis 
Familiarity with Cardinal Como, who had formerly difobliged moſt 
of the Sacred College, whilſt he was Secretary of State to Fins and 
Gregory, they therefore now thought fit to take their Revenge upon 
his Friend. Beſides, Farneſe humbly conceived himſelf to be far the 
better Man of the two, and therefore knew no reaſon why Sirlet 
ſhould be prefer*d before him. Caftagna's turn came next, be the 
old Cardinals thought their Honour was concern'd, not to let one of 
the laſt Promotion get the ſtart of them, and ſo they excluded 
him, tho? for his Vertue, Learning and Moderation, he was counted 
à Perſon as Worthy as any to fill the Holy Chair. . 
The Perſon next mentionꝰd was Savelli, who for his Vertue was 
eſteemd not much inferior to the former ; but the prodigious number 
of his Baſtards was feard would be a Charge and Scandal to the Holy 
See.

Medjei being informed of their contrivance, was not a little diſ- 
quieted thereat, for he ſaw plainly, that ſhoyld Della Torre be cho- 
ſen Pope, Farreſe having ſo much Influence over him, muſt neceſlari- 
ly engroſs all the power to himſelf, and conſequently would cauſe 
fach a Number of Cardinals to be made, who being wholly at his

© Theſe Conſiderations ſet Medici*s Wits at work, but not being able 
to find amongſt his own Friends a fufficient number to form an Excln- 
gon, he began to grow deſperate, till at laſt he perceived, that A.

the former, becauſe he was a Creature of Pius the Fifth, his Uncle;

over him. To theſe Medici, to rid himiclf of the fear of Farneſe, 
makes ſecret propoſals of a Union; offering his own and Friends 
"Votes for Aontalto. This Motion was readily received, and 
fo. Medici had Oredit in the Court of Spam, and was ſure of the

Moentalto all this while kept himſelf cloſe in his Chamber, inſo- 
much that there was ſo little Notice taken of him, that tie ſeemd to 
be abandond and forgotten by all Mankind. He ſeldom came out, 
except it were to Mals, or into the Palma, do aſſiſt at the Scrutinies, 
but he ſeemd ſo little concernd at the Intrigues there, that he was

the great weakneſs both of his Body and Mind. They promiſed. to 
themſelves nothing, leſs than an Abſolute Power both in Church and 
State, For bam can be, ſay they, - undertake to concern himſelf in ar:

They ſo far pleagd themſelves with this Fancy, that they were re- 
ſolv d nao Obſtacles ſhould retard their deſign. Medic: neglected the 
Honour of his Family, which upon ſome private Diſguſts was en- 
gaged againſt Aontalto: Aleſſandrino deſerted his Old Friend Albano, 
who beſides his Perſonal Merits had obliged him by all the ties of 
Gratitude to his Intereſt, and was particularly recommended to him 
by his Uncle on his Death-Bed. But he put them them off who 
_ in his behalf upon the account of his Merits, by telling them, 

hat he was too Wiſe a Man for the Papal Chair, ſince the Spaniards 
would never conſent to the Election of one who was n0t of 4 far more Mo- 
derate Underſtanding. But they were both now content to Sacrifice 
their Honour to their Ambition, yet they repented of what they had 
done, before they went out of the Conclave. 

But at preſent they thought every hour, beſore they had accom - 
pliſhed their Deſign, a year of their Reign loſt, AMontalto was there. 
fore recommended by them in all haſte to the reſt of the Cardinals, 
as one of a quiet, peaceable, and obliging Temper, of a good and 
eaſie Nature, and one who had a Kindueſs for all the World, and 
wou'd give diſturbance to no Body. And, in ſhort, that had all the 
good Qualities that were requiſite ia ſuch a Pope as they deſired. I 
ſhall not ſtay to recount all the little Arts which they uſed to gain 
over to their Party every one in particular, their chief Intrigues being 
level d at the Heads of Factions. San h iſto had the whole Creation 
of Gregory V. under him, and had already engaged himſel t to Far- 
neſe, In the firſt place they thought it moſt conveuient to debauch 
ſome of his Followers, in which having ſucceeded, by letting them

tome fear of Monralts's Reſentment. To remove which diffi- 
culty they made uſe of bis Confident Cardinal Ri, who being ſick 
of the Gout at that time, order'd himſelf to be carried to Sar Sg 
Chamber, to whom, with a grcat deal of ſeeming Concern , che faid, 
That the Faction of Montalto was grown ſo powerful, am bis Eleliow 
ſo far advanced , that he wewd Infallibly be Choſen ;, ſo that it was but 
Time loſt' to endeavor to retard a thing wbich wowd ſucceed, "to the 
Confufion of all thoſe that oppos d it. Wherefore bt advised and conjur*d 
him not to loſe the Honour and Reward of being aſſiſtant to that Rlection, 
fince it was not in his power to binder it: 5 

It was not a ſmall Sur prize to San $5//o to hear this Diſcourſe, but 
his Aſtoniſhment was much encreas*d, when Riario had ſcarce taken 
his Leave, but in comes Guaſtavilano, another of his Creatures, (the 
Buſiueſs having hien before concerted between them) upon the ſame 
Errand, telling him withal, That he wondred that a Man of bis pru- 
dence and /4" acii» nas not come over before this time, ſince if he perfited 
on the longe; in i, Wſti-acy, his Ruine was ine vit able. 

During all cheſe Intrigues , Aont alto continued ſtill quiet in his 
Cell, without diſcovering that he had the leaſt thougnts of the pa- 
pacy, When thoſe that manag d tor him came to give him an account 
how things palt, his general Anſwer was, That if the Difficalties in the 
Conclave ſecmed great, what were they to expect in the Vatican?
